If there is no God, why should 
Communists observe the terms 
of thelr ‘international agree- 
menis’? Why should truthful- 
nets be regarded as a virtue?

The growers 
realized the great potentialities 
of improved blight resistent ce- 
lery varieties and to assist in 
the developmental program ten 
growers contributed $1000.00 
each to erect a controlled clr 
mate greenhouse in June, 1960.

US Census Bureau Reports Co. Ret. Trade 


Palm Beach County's 2,960 
retail establishments had $428.3 
million in sales in 1963, an in- 
crease of 33 percent from 1958, 
The U. S. Bureau of the Census 
has just reported after tabulat- 
ing data gathered from all firms 
in the 1963 Census of business, 
The last previous business cen- 
sus conducted by the Census 
Bureau, an agency of the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, was 
in 1958. 

Retail trade in the county 
meant jobs (exclusive of pro- 
prietors) for 14,601 men and wo- 
men and a yearly payroll of 
$48.7 million. 

In volume of business the 
county's food stores had sales 
of $11.9 million an increáse of 
37 percent from 1958..In otter 
retail business — the county's 
eating and drinking places had 
sales of $32.3 million, and gaso- 
line service stations had sales 
of $27.2 million. Auto dealers 
and related retail trade esta- 
blishments had sales of $85.0 


million; general merchandise 
group stories had sales of $43.5 
million; and lumber, building 
materials, hardware and farm 
equipment dealers had sales of 
$17.7 million. 


For the state as a whole, the 
Census Bureau reported 53,293 
retail establishments with sales 
of $7,609.7 million, up 30 per- 
cent from 1958. 

Census reports to be issued 
during the next few months will 
give state and county figures 
on wholesale and service trades, 
manufacturing and mineral in- 
dustries.

How To Rid Home Of Cockroaches 


Miss Mary Todd, local Ex- 
tension Home Economist, says 
to get rid of cockroaches use 
malathion, ronnel, diazinon, or 
synergized pyrethrum insecti- 
cides. She says scientists at the 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture say many of the more 
common insecticides — DDT, 
chlordane, dieldrin and lindane 
— are no longer effective a- 
gainst all kinds of roaches. 
Some roaches, especially the 
German cockroach, have de- 
veloped a resistance to these 
chemicals wake 

To control roaches in your 
house, apply malathion or ron- 
nel in a 2 percent emulsion 
spray or paint-on liquid over 
the infested areas. Or use a 0.5- 
percent diazinon spray. 


Spot treatments may also be 
made with malathion in a 3 to 
5 percent concentration. Apply 
this with a brush or spray in 
places where the roaches run 
and hide. 


Synergized pyrethrum sprays 
will provide good immediate 
control. They must be applied 
at frequent intervals because re 
sidua] 


to expose themselves to other 
insecticides. 

USDA scientists also say 
that malathion, ronnell, diazi- 
non and pyrethrum are less 
persistent than the insecticides 
to which the roaches have de- 
veloped resistance. This means 
they will have to be applied 
more often. Even so, USDA ad- 
vises, do not repeat the appli- 
cation unless you're again trou- 
bled with roaches, And always 
read the Jabel on any insecti- 
cide product immediately be- 
fore use and follow all precau- 
tions on the label for safe use 
of the improved cockroach kil- 
lers.

R. E. Sullivan Speaks On Historic Guns 


A history of fire arms was 
presented at assembly March 
2. Mr, Ray E. Sullivan, former 
F. B. L ‘Special Agent, was 


Sullivan nas won high hon- 
ors in pistol shooting while 
with the Michigan State Police. 
He has studied guns and police 
training in many countries in 
North and South America, Eur- 
ope, and in the Middle East. 
Beginning with the “Hand 
Cannon,” Mr. Sullivan explain- 
ed and fired a number of his- 
torical guns. He stated that the 
old Flintlock had two faults. 
One of these wás that it failed 
to fire one time in six, and the 
other was that it had no sights. 
In his demonstration, Mr. Sul- 
livan showed the guns used by 
the minutemen & guns used by 
Daniel Boone and Davy Croc- 
kett, to which some were as 
large as 100 caliber and weigh- 
ed twenty pounds. 

Our first firearms were so 

inaccurate that Ben Franklin 
suggested to Congress that men 
should be trained in the use of 
the bow and arrow. 
Mr. Sullivan's narrative by- 
passed no one, War heroes, 
duelists, and inventors like Ma- 
por Minne, Samuel Colt, and 
Henry Derringer were discus- 
sed.

History 

In 1926-27 a bookcase was put in the lobby of 
Riedel's Hotel located on the corner of Palm Beach 
Road where it joins Main Street by Col. Harbeson 
who had a farm at Viengar Bend. These 
were his personal books, and there were 
adult books put there for public use. The hurricane 
water of 1928 ruined most of the books. However, 
the bookcase was set up in the community tent 
erected by the Red Cross, and it was again filled 
with books. The tent was set up on the corner where 
Bailey’s Real Estate now stands. 

In the fall of 1929, the Library was moved into 
City Hall. The City Commissioners gave permission 
to use a small room off the main room for the Li- 
brary, The Women’s Club was asked to be respon- 
sible for circulating the books among the four towns, 
Belle Glade, Pahokee, Canal Point, and South Bay. 
Mrs. J. F. Browne was asked to take charge of cata- 
loging. Ladies from the four communities came at 
times to help Mrs. Browne catalog. Mrs. Barstow 
from South Bay was one. Mrs. Adrain Daane from 
the Everglades Experiment Station arrived in 1930 
and helped; also, Mrs. Thomas Bregger and others. 

The Garden and Women’s Clubs decided to build 
a small civic building in the Park, In the Fall of 
1933 the books were moved into the new building. 
Mrs. Browne was retained as Librarian and remained 
until she retired in 1948. 

In 1948, Mrs. Bettie W. Harris, the present Li- 
brarian, was employed by the City as Librarian. In 
1958, the City provided $5000.00 to renovate the 
building at 100 W. Canal Street where the Library is 
presently located,

The City Administration feels a responsibility to the citizens of Belle Glade in reporting what status your tax dollar has 
taken in terms of service performed by the departments which comprise your city organization — representing some 125 em- 
ployees. The administration also feels that since you are, in fact, a stockholder in our municipal corporation you should be kept 
abreast of the activities and the financial condition of your corporation. 


Since this is the first annual report published by the City of Belle Glade to our knowledge, emphasis has been placed mostly 
on the services performed by city departments embodying numer ous statistics on how many miles of streets are maintained, miles 
of water and sewer lines laid, ete. 


We sincerely hope that you will find this report both infor mative and interesting in that it is our honest belief that a citizen 
is not only entitled to know about the affairs of his municipa! government but MUST know for good government to exist. 


MUNICIPAL FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


The citizens of Belle Glade voted a Commission-Manager form of government in 1954 which is one of three forms of local 
governments; the other two forms are the mayor-council, and the commission forms. 


The chief features of the Commission-manager plan are the unification of authority and political responsibility in the 
elected commission, and centralization of administrative responsibility in an administrator or city manager appointed by the 
Commission. 


It is the duty of the Commission to adopt ordinances, establish policies’ and serve as the ‘legislative branch of the City 
Government; the manager operates the City’s business under these policies.

Taxes are a lien on all taxable property as of 
January first of each year. During the year 1964 
this Department mailed 2,900 Real Property Tax 
Notices and 464 Personal Property Notices. Taxes 
are due and payable November 1st with discounts 
through February, they are net during the month 
of March. Delinquent taxes are sold the first Monday 
in August each year. In August of 1964 twenty (20) 
Tax Certificates were sold for delinquent 1963 taxes. 


A building which is substantially complete on 
January 1st will be assessed on the tax roll for that 
year. A building which is only partially complete on 
January ist may not be assessed until the following 
year, or it may be assessed for a partial value at the 
discretion of the assessor, 


Every person who is a legal resident of Florida 
and who owns and resides in his home making it 
his permanent home to the exclusion of all other 
places is entitled to a homestead exemption up to 
an assessed value of $5,000.00. To be eligible for 
Homestead Exemption a contract for purchase or for 
deed to property must be recorded in the County 
Clerk’s Office prior to January Ist. Our Office, 
working with the County -Assessor’s Office has a re- 
presentative taking Homestead applications at the 
City Hall. There will be an ad in the local paper 


City Clerk 


The City Clerk’s department is comprised of the 
City Clerk, Mrs. Vera C. Jones, and the Deputy Court 
Clerk, Mrs. Louise Norwood. 

The City Commission meets the 2nd and 4th 
Monday of each month in regular session and subject 
to call for special meetings at any time it is deem- 
ed necessary by the City Manager and/or Mayor- 
Commissioner. These meetings are held on the se- 
cond floor of the City Hall in the Commission-Muni- 
cipal Court Chamber. This Department indexes and 
records all Resolutions and Ordinances passed by 
the Commission. During 1963-64 24 Ordinances and 
34 Resolutions were passed. 

This Department prepared and processed 2,428 
dockets for the Belle Glade Municipal Court, pre- 
sided over by Municipal Judge Robert E. Mathews, 
Jr, A report of fines and forfeitures will be found in 
the financial report. The City of Belle Glade added 
a City Prosecutor, Attorney Thomas E. Sholts, to 
the court staff for the first time during the year 
1963-64, 

This Department compiles payroll datum for 
the Finance Department; processes all new employ- 
ees and keeps personnel files; processes all ac- 
cident reports and other reports pertaining to the 125 
City employees, 

During a one month period, the latter part of 
1963, the voter registration in Belle Glade increased 
1,337. At the beginning of the period there were

Tax Certificates which are an asset in buying 
property are available at this Office for $1.00. 

When buying or selling property you are re- 
quested to notify this Office to be assured of receiv- 
ing your tax notice. 

During 1963 we mailed 1,098 Occupational Li- 
cense and 49 Alcoholic Beverage License. An Oc- 
cupational License is required by each and every 
business, profession and occupation engaged in or 
carried on, either wholy or in part within the City 
Limits of the City and every person, firm, association 
or corporation engaged in or carrying on managing 
or practicing any business, profession or occupation 
is required to have a license. 

We advise that any door-to-door salesman call 
ing at your home or place of business be asked to 
show his identification card or license. No matter 
what they are selling or soliciting. If they do not 
have the proper identification you should contact 
this Office or the Police Department. 

Each place of business is checked yearly for 
license and the license should be displayed in a con- 
spicuous place. 

Occupational license are due January Ist. A half 
year license may be purchased after July Ist by 
anyone starting a new business after that date.

As of the first of this fiscal year the department 
had four pieces of fire-fighting equipment consisting 
of one 750 gallon per minute pumper and three 500 
gallon per minute pumpers, one station wagon and 
one Jeep. Age of equipment ran from a 1936 custom 
built Pirsch fire engine to a 1960 Chevrolet station 
wagon. A combined total of 4800 feet of 2%” hose 
and 1150 feet 144” hose is carried on the various 
trucks. At the close of the year equipment remained 
the same as of the start with no new additions. 


The personnel of the department consists of 
eight full-time paid Firemen and eleven active Vol- 
unteers.
